On June 24, 2015, the Wireline Competition Bureau (Bureau) released a Public Notice
announcing it is ready to receive executed Acknowledgements of Confidentiality (Acknowledgements)
from parties seeking access to confidential and highly confidential information submitted in response to
the Commission’s business data services data collection earlier this year." The Bureau has since released
additional public notices announcing Acknowledgement filers on a rolling basis.” In today’s Public
Notice, we attach a list showing additional parties that have filed Acknowledgements. By executing an
Acknowledgment, each party certifies that their purpose for accessing and using the data is “solely for
preparation and conduct” in the business data services rulemaking proceeding.’

Pursuant to the Protective Order, companies that submitted confidential or highly confidential
data and information in response to the collection have until June 10, 2016 to object to the disclosure of
their data and information to the party listed in the attachment to this Public Notice.* To file an objection
with the Commission, an objecting party should use one of the methods described below and serve a copy
on the counsel representing, retaining, or employing the objected-to party, or on the objected-to party,

Objecting parties should also email a copy
of their objection to SpecialAccess@fcc.gov.® Absent the filing of an objection, the requesting party
listed in the Attachment will have access to confidential and highly confidential data and information
collected once that information is made available by the Bureau.” For additional information regarding
the access authorization and objection process, see the Protective Order.

The Bureau will continue to announce the filing of additional executed Acknowledgements to the
extent such Acknowledgments are received after the date of this Public Notice, and will give Submitting
Parties an opportunity to object to disclosure of their data and information. The Bureau maintains a list of
all parties that have sought access, and been granted access, to confidential and highly confidential data
and information, on the following webpage: http:/ www.fcc.gov/encyclopedia/acknowledgement-
confidential-special-access-data-collection.
